an hour. 

“Still foggy, otherwise everything 
is fine,’’ read a wireless, message 
from the plane picked-up by the 
Radio Corporation station at 4 P. M. 
Smith and Bronte were then 260 
miles out, according to the latitude 
of 36:07 nowt and ‘I6figitude of 
177:58 west stated in the message. 
But the Radio Corporation officials 
declared they did not believe the 
latitude and longitude figures cor 
rect. 

The first message came from the 
Travelair monoplane at noon at an 
altitude of 2,000 feet. It reported 
being 100 miles from San Francisco, 
and added: 

“Foggy below.”’ 

At 1 P. M. Bronte flashed through 
the ether this encou word: - 

“Everything fine aboard here.’’ No 
position was ‘given. 

At 2 P. M. the fliers reported lati- 
tude and longitude that would have 
placed them only 140 miles from the 
coast. They had been in flight at 
this time hours and twenty 
minutes, which would indicate, had 
they been heading straight on ‘their 
course, that they had been going only 
forty-two miles an hour. The only 
logical explanation seemed to be that 
they had got lost in the fog and had 
been traveling in aimless circles 
much of the time instead of heading 
for Honolulu.

Buffalo, Niagara Falls and neigh- 
boring townships and municipalities, 
both American and Canadian, within 
an area of 700 square miles, will be 
combined in a single ‘international 
city” if plans of their Chambers of 
Commerce are successful, it was an- 
mounced here yesterday by George 
C. Diehl, County Engineer of Erie 
County. 

Mr. Diehl, in an interview at the 
Biltmore, said he was here to discuss 
financing of bridges to be -con- 
structed as part of the plan of the 
new ‘‘city,’’ but declined to give the 
names of bankers he had seen in 
this connection on the ground that 
it was ‘‘too early.”’ 

“This area is ideally situated for 
tremendous development both indus- 
trially and recreationally, that is, as 
a tourist playground,”’ he said. ‘‘It 
is therefore highly important that 
some method be found whereby this 
development may be carried out with 
intelligent coordination between 
Americans and Canadians. 

“The various Chambers of Com- 
merce have appointed a committee 
with this end in view, but we hope to 
obtain eventually some sort of legis- 
lative boards appointed by the New 
York State and Ontario Province 
Governments to bring about more re- 
sponsible contact, such as was neces- 
sary in the case of the $20,000,000 
bridge across the Detroit River.”’

PARIS, July 14.—There is every 
likelihood that the Bellanca airplane 
Columbia,. with which Clarence 
Chamberlin made the long-distance 
record from New York to Germany 


five weeks ago with Charles Levine 
as , will fly back to Néw 
York with the same engine with 
which it started. 

All morning, from 9 o’clock until 2, 
T. H. Kinkade, the engineer respon- 
sible for the conditioning of the en- 
gines which took Commander Byrd 
to the North Pole, Colonel Lindbergh 
to Paris, Clarence Chamberlin and 
Charles Levine to Germany, and 
Commander Byrd to France, was out 
at Le Bourget testing and examining 
the motor. To his great delight, he 
found there was nothing so vitally 
wrong with it that it should not be 
able to make the trip. 

There are, of course, some adjust- 
ments and some replacements to 
make. A final verdic will not be 

ven until next wek when the over- 

uling has been completed and a 
bench test made, but, so far as could 
be judged today, the same engine 
which carried the Columbia across 
the Atlantic will be available for the 
return trip.

Dr. Noble Won’t Affirm or Deny 
Report i:rnest Hutcheson Will

A feport that Ernest Hutcheson,

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MOVING TO AN AGREEMENT. 

Yesterday's open session of the 
Naval Conference at Geneva did not 
result in finding the “formula” for 
the strength of navies which so 
many have been seeking. But it did 
better than that. It revealed a spirit 
of good-will on all sides, and a strong 
purpose not to let the opportunity 
pass to devise some form of agree- 
ment which would both leave the 
chief naval Powers in friendly accord 
and actually bring about a limita- 
tion of naval armaments. 

There are different ways of arriv- 
ing at this desired haven. Latterly 
there have been significant hints 
that the work might be taken out 
of the hands of the delegates at 
Geneva, temporarily, and done by 
“direct negotiations” between the 
respective Governments, It has been 
a pity from the first that there was 
not such a diplomatic exchange of 
views before the conference met. 
Had there been, some of the appar- 
ent friction at Geneva might have 
been avoided. But it is not yet too 
late to apply that method. The men 
at Geneva may find it harder to re- 
cede from positions which they have 
positively taken than would their 
Governments in a confidential effort 
to reach a common ground. 

Another suggestion of the manner 
in which a compromise may yet be 
attained was. made by WINSTON 
CHURCHILL in a speech the other 
day. As Chancellor of the Excheg- 
uer he is naturally opposed to swul- 
len naval appropriations, and, while 
expressing the hope that a treaty 
cutting them down all round might 
yet be written, added that it was 
possible that a nation might not 
make use of its “freedom” to build 
a larger navy, even if that were ac- 
corded by the delegates at Geneva. 
This seems to imply that Great Brit- 
ain, for example, might reserve full 
liberty to increase her strength in 
cruisers up to the point which she 
believes that her “needs” require, 
but would be willing to enter into a 
“ gentlemen’s agreement” not to go 
ahead with an extensive building 
program for the time being. This 
would mean limitation in effect, 
though not in treaty pledge. 

A word should be said in praise 
of the consistency of the Japanese 
representatives at Geneva in con- 
tending for a limit on naval strength. 
They have steadfastly stressed the 
point of economy. From the stand- 
point of Japanese public finance, 
this may seem a selfish policy, or a 
necessity. But there can be no mis- 
taking the earnestness and ability 
of Japan’s spokesmen at Geneva in 


of local, State and national govern- 
ment, and the social and economic 
circumstances from which they 
arise, This limitation is not abso- 
lute and seems to spring from a 
courteous desire to avoid even the 
appearance of rivalry with insti- 
tutes of politics devoted chiefly or 
exclusively to international affairs.

lations could not be escaped, and 
our foreign debts, the League of 
Nations, the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, world coopera- 
tion for peace are on the bill. 

In the Round Table discussions 
matters of cardinal moment will 
come up that can’t be forced upon 
public attention too often; for in- 
stance, State and county govern- 
ment, municipal government, the 
growing burden of Federal, State 


-}and local taxation. The two latter 


forms of squeezing the taxpayer are 
perhaps the most dangerous, insid- 
ious and waxing. Federal taxes 
have been cut down and may be cut 
down again, but the others mount 
unmolested. .Farm relief is so 
scrambled up with partisan politics 
that only philosophers sitting in a 
non-partisan vacuum can consider 
it fairly. Representative JACOBSTEIN 
is going to make two addresses on 
it. There will be a morning and 
night address each day. Among the 
texts are our colonial policy, the 
national budget, waterway develop- 
ment, and the rules and functions of 
the Senate.

And if there is 
anything in tradition, Virginia, so 
prodigal in illustrious names, is 
among the happiest of sites for an 
institute of public affairs. 


PILGRIMAGES TO MOSCOW. 


President GREEN on behalf of the 
American Federation of Labor dis- 


avows any connection with the 


group of trade unionists about to 
visit Soviet Russia for the purpose 
of making an “economic survey.” 
The “truth about Russia” as pic- 
tured for foreign visitors rapidly on 
the move is no mean task in itself. 
The objective truth would be all the 
harder to obtain if pursued by the 
faction in the American labor move- 
ment not in sympathy with the 
American Federation of Labor's 
anti-Soviet attitude. Judgment, how- 
ever, will be suspended until the 
delegation returns and there is 
an opportunity to study its report 
in the light of such facts as how 
long it tarried in Russia, what its 
opportunities were for investiga- 
tion, with what temper it started 
out. The normal time devoted to 
earlier surveys of Soviet Russia has 
ranged from ten days to a month. 
Perhaps the record for swift re- 
search and speedy conversion should 
go to those American undergradu- 
ates who issued to the world a stir- 
ring verdict of approval on the Bol- 
shevist experiment after a few days’ 
sojourn in Leningrad. 

The results of former explorations 
in the Soviet Republic, whether un- 
dertaken by groups or individuals, 
have not been excessively enlighten- 
ing. The report of the British Trade 
Delegation in 1924 was received with 
smiles by most of the responsible 
leaders of British labor. The find- 
ings of American visitors have often 
been sadly undermined by the subse- 
quent revelation of admitted facts at 
Moscow. American social workers 
have returned from Russia enor- 
mously impressed by Soviet experi- 
mentation for the protection of child 
life. The experiments were there; 
but that they did not represent basic 
conditions was made known by the 
piteous tale of Russia’s homeless 
children. For the picture of model 
kindergartens and children’s homes 
we were compelled to substitute the 
picture of hundreds of thousands of 
child outcasts living the life of 
beasts. Similarly, accounts of ex- 
traordinary recovery in Russian in- 
dustry and the general economic life 
must be read in the light of the pres- 
ent party strife in the Russian Com- 
munist Party, which centres largely 
about production crises and price 
crises. 

Outside of Russia plenty of mate- 
rial exists for a dispassionate sur- 
vey of Soviet conditions. One of our 
great Foundations might do worse 
than set a competent body of experts 
to work on digesting the informa- 
tion that is to be had in the accumu- 
lated news out of Russia during re- 
cent years, in the Soviet press, in the 
careful studies in book form by eom- 
petent Slay scholars, in the files of 
our own State Department. Such a 





digest would no doubt lack that por-

tion of the truth which comes from 
direct observation and contact. But 
unfortunately observation and con- 
tact have hitherto been productive 
of more error than enlightenment. 


AT HOLYROOD. 

The tyranny of custom makes 
even kings its subjects. King 
GEORGE must go to .Holyrood and 
there wash his hands in a basin 
brought by the descendant of one 
who saved the life of a Scottish 
King and offered water to bathe his 
wounds. Yet it is a beneficent tyr- 
anny that compels a king to spend 
even a day in the palace beneath 
Arthur’s Seat, which like a couchant 
lion is ever “watchful over Scot- 
land’s honor and religion ”’—though 
grim and even gruesome memories 
jostle there the bright and brave 
ones of the days of Scottish Kings. 
Some time ago JAMES BROWN, M. 
P., the miner, came to Edinburgh 
and Holyrood as his sovereign’s rep- 
resentative in the General Assem- 
bly of the Church of Scotland—his 
Majesty incarnate for the time being 
in the person of an Ayrshire cot- 
tager whom BURNS would have been 
delighted to celebrate. The King 
comes now in his own person, but 
with no greater dignity than was 
his who went by appointment and 
as his *“ double and emanation.” 

But Holyrood has a tradition of 
another like association, one which is 
recalled with especial interest at this 
time when the thoughts of all lovers 
of a game once regarded as peculiar 
to Scotland are turned toward the 
links of a people who always “ aye 
reckon frae an ill hour,” but who 
“gang till they get it.” The story 
is that the Duke of YORK, after- 
ward JAMES II, used to play with 
his father, CHARLES I, on the Leith 
Links, when they were both at Holy- 
rood, and that on one occasion the 
Prince had a discussion with two 
English noblemen as to the native 
country of golf, his Royal Highness 
standing for Scotland. It was pro- 
posed that the matter be settled by 
a match game. The challenge made 
by the English noblemen was ac- 
cepted by the heir-presumptive of 
the British throne, who wisely took 
as his partner in the foursome a 
poor shoemaker, one JOHN PATER- 
SON, a descendant of a long line of 
golfers. 

The resulting score is not re- 
corded, but the victory of the Prince 
and PATERSON the shoemaker is at- 
tested by an inscription on the slab 
over the doorway of an old-fashioned 
mansion near by, which PATERSON is 
reputed to have built from the gift 
of the sum which was played for. 
The arms atop of the inscription are 
described as having “ three pelicans 
“vyulned: on a chief of three mul- 
“lets; crest a dexter hand grasping 
“a golf club,” together with a 
motto dear to golfers, “Far and 
sure.” The quatrain which pre- 
serves the memory of the victory 
that raised PATERSON above all his 
predecessors and asserts that the 
game was then peculiar to Scot- 
land is as follows: 

Cum victor ludo, Scotis qui pro- 
-prius, esset, 
Ter tres victores post redimitus 
avos, 
Patersonus, 
in altos 

Hanc, quae victores tot tulit una 

domum.

A SHIPPING REVOLUTION. 


A century ago, when steam was 
first used to propel ships, the build- 
ers and operators of merchant ves- 
sels insisted that it could never re- 
place sail. The change did not take 
place as fast as the sponsors of the 
new method thought would be the 
case, for it was not until 1892 that 
the tonnage of steam vessels out- 
stripped that of sailing ships. A half 
century ago, when iron and steel 
first began to be used extensively 
in ship construction, the owners of 
wooden vessels predicted that metal 
would never replace wood. But 
within a generation iron and steel 
had become the mainstay in ship- 
building. Today many sailing ships 
are mostly built of metal. 

It is interesting to note that 
whereas last year the advocates of 
steam for vessels predicted that 
motor ships would never replace it 
for ocean traffic, Lioyd’s Register 
announced last week that for the 
first time in history the total ton- 
nage of motor ships under construc- 
tion exceeds the tonnage of steam 
vessels. This does not mean, of 
course, that there are now more mo- 
tor ships than steamships in opera- 
tion. The motor vessels have not 
yet done to steamboats what the 
latter did td sailing vessels. But 
it does indicate that the time is not 
far distant when they will or can. 
The results will not be so far-reach- 
ing as the change from sail to 
steam. The Suez Canal, for exam- 
ple, would mever have obtained its 
present importance as an artery of 
world trade if steamships had not 
been perfected. The nature of the 
trade winds in the Red Sea and the 
obstacles to navigation for sailing 
vessels are so great as to make it 
a difficult passage. The use of mo- 
tor engines does not affect trade 
routes, But it does imply increasing 
economies and new needs. In the 
old’ days coaling bases were essen- 
tial for ocean vessels, merchant as 
well as naval. The need henceforth 
) will be for more and more oil stor- 


age. The nations having large sup- 
plies and the ports near sources of 





oil will have the advantages en- 





joyed by coal owners in the past. 
The readily: accessible coal mines 
of England played a great réle in 
her industrial and mercantile ex- 
pansion. Her great oil bases in 
various parts of the world will be of 
like importance to her in the near 
future. 

It would be a mistake to jump 
to the conclusion that the days of 
steam on the high seas are num- 
bered. As there was an under-esti- 
mate of the life and utility of the 
sailing vessel, so the present users 
of Diesel and other motor engines 
are inclined to predict the too rapid 
transformation of coal-burning ves- 
sels into oil users in the very near 
future. But the revolution is in 
progress and meeting with success. 


THE SHUTTLE. 

If the bit of subway under Forty- 
second Street isn’t about the most 
valuable piece of railroad property 
in the world, it ought to be. A nickel 
looks pretty thin when it has been 
spread out over four miles, but it 
must be fine gold for four blocks. 
Of course, thousands of subway 
farers use the Shuttle to transfer 
between the east and west side lines, 
or to reach one of the railroad ter- 
minals. But there are other thou- 
sands who use it just to get across 
town. They are wise ones who know 
the hazards of crosstown navigation 
on the surface. Or they are hurried 
ones who have to catch the 5:35 
from Grand Central, and have 
learned by bitter experience that it 
sometimes takes twenty minutes by 
taxi, but only five by the Shuttle. 

At any time of day one can play 
Hide-and-Seek in the Times Square 
station, or Follow-the-Leader under 
the Green Line, or Blind-Man’s-Buff 
around the Shuttle platform. This 
last is a peculiarly fascinating sport. 
You see a train standing on Track 
Four and walk toward it, around the 
corner of the other tracks, dodging 
the pillars. By the time you get to 
Track Four the train has moved out. 
You look up and see a large electric 
sign reading, “ Next Train on Track 
One.” You have to be very agile to 
get back to Track One in time. The 
merrymaking reaches its height in 
the rush hour. Then the kindly In- 
terborough station guards along the 
platform shout, “Way up! All the 
way up!” The idea is that the early 
arrivals, approaching the train from 
the rear, ought to walk to the front 
end of the train before getting 
aboard. But the gong may go off at 
any time. 

Once inside, what a difference 
from the scene in the ordinary sub- 
way! Here is no scrambling for 
seats. The ride is short. Many re- 
gard standing room by the centre 
doors as the choice position. It 
makes for early exit. But that is 
true only going east. Going west 
the initiated know that for some 
reason—perhaps the chasm that 
yawns at the curving platforms— 
the guards do not always open the 
middle doors to discharge passen- 
gers. So the sophisticates slyly 
move toward the end of the cars, 
leaving the novices discomfited at 
the centre gates. 

The Forty-second Street Associa- 
tion is out with a “New Idea in 
“Moving Platforms Suggested to 
“End Forty-second Street Shuttle 
“Congestion.” It does not propose to 
dim the glory of the Shuttle alto- 
gether. The moving platform would 
use only two of the four tracks now 
in service. The Shuttle could retire 
gracefully and with dignity to the 
other two. But isn’t it rash to sug- 
gest that all four tracks be extended 
from Vanderbilt Avenue to Lexing- 
ton? That is such a pleasant under- 
ground walk in Summer. And you 
can’t get lost—not if you follow the 
Green Line. 


WHY SHIRTS WEAR OUT. 

An interesting discovery has been 
made about the mysterious holes 
that appear in cotton garments 
which have not had hard enough 
wear to justify disintegration. When 
shirts go to pieces after only a few 
trips to the laundry the owner is 
likely to blame the strong acids 
which he supposes are used in place 
of mild soaps. Certain laundry 
owners put the problem up to re- 
search laboratories. The cause of 
the destruction was easily found to 
be sulphuric acid, though it could 
not be found in any of the laundries 
reporting the trouble. It was then 
discovered that even housewives 
washing clothes in the approved 
manner were having the same dif- 
ficulty, and that sulphuric acid was 
also the cause. 

Suspecting that sulphur dioxide in 
the air might be oxidized, eventually 
forming sulphuric acid by uniting 
with water, the investigators tried 
the experiment of drying wet cot- 
tons indoors in pure air and outdoors 
in smoke-laden air. In the former 
case no weakening of the fabric ap- 
peared, while in the latter the char- 
acteristic brown line of acid formed 
when water was sprinkled on the 
cloth and allowed to stand for some 
time before ironing. The brown 
streak could be washed out, but the 
fiber was permanently weakened. 

Further proof of the soundness 
of their theory was found in the 
fact that the trouble reported by the 
laundries occurred only in the Win- 
ter, principally during January, 
February and March, when the air 


‘is smokiest. Seventeen years ago 


an engineer wrote in the Journal of 
Industrial and Engineering Chemis- 
try that 1,300 tons of sulphuric acid 
were discharged into the air of New 


York City during @ period of twenty- 


Hour hours. Since ‘much more “coal 
is burned now, the amount of sul- 
phuric acid’ must be: much greater. 
At any rate, it is sufficient to ac- 
count-for the destruction of fabrics 
dried in the open air. — 
— ——————— 
THE DEARTH OF GENIUSES. 

Dr. NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER, 
who from London mournfully at- 
tests his belief that for the first 
time. in. 2,000. years there is not 
discernible in this world “a really 
“great poet or a philosopher or a 
“genius of some other sort who 
“dwarfs his rellow-men, not one,” 
is inclined to explain the lack by the 
modern system of group‘ effort. 
Granting for the moment his obser- 
vation—which admirers of Musso- 
LINI, for instance, or EINSTEIN or 
LANGMUIR, would not—there is noth- 
ing so unusual about it when applied 
to the genus genius in the realms of 
the mind. Men of force and action 
like NAPOLEON do, in their time, 
“bestride the petty world like a 
Colossus,” and they are in the uni- 
versal consciousness of their con- 
temporary age. But the geniuses 
of the test-tube and retort, the 
mathematicians, the familiars of the 
Muses, have nearly always, since the 
world began, been placed upon their 
pinnacles after they were dead. 

This was true before the age of 
wide human communication, and it 
has been true afterward, though in 
lesser degree. It is not astonishing 
that SHAKESPEARE was not crowned 
on Parnassus while he lived, but it 
should be remembered that he was 
not even crowned on Lambeth Hill. 
The English, who knew that he lived 
and who enjoyed his plays, were not 
aware that their times housed the 
first genius of poetry. During the 
lives of WALT WHITMAN and EDGAR 
ALLAN PoE, few Americans were 
conscious that they had fledged the 
eagle’s brood In fact, there was 
much more certainty of it abroad. 
The wide majesty of BACON’s mind 
was not thrown open to his own 
age, but there was not a citizen of 
Europe who knew anything that did 
not know the name of Sir FRANCIS 
DRAKE. 

In our own day the group works 
of genius are familiar enough: the 
telephone to Europe, the airplane 
engine that spans the oceans, the 
radio projection, “the tour of the 
atom,” the marvels of medical and 
surgical science; but a couple of 
generations hence certain names will 
emerge to command these groups, 
and then they will take rank as the 
dwarfers of our fellows.

UTILITY. RATES, 


‘Importance of the Recent Decision | 
7 Massach usetts. ~ | 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Massachusetts has just made his- 
tory in: the regulation of public utility 
rates. A recent decision of the Public 
Utility Commission of that State. 
gives the first ray of hope for small 
consumers of electricity. 

The decision of the Massachusetts 
commission is that the amount of 
money actually and prudently in- 
vested by an electric light and pow- 
er company, and only that amount, 
shall be the basis for fixing the rates 
its consumers must pay. They must 
not be required to pay on going 
value, reproduction cost or any in- 
flated, watered or imaginary values 
whatsoever. 

The Massachusetts commission has 
found a way to get around the slow, 
cumbersome and uncertain estimates 
and appraisals built up under the 
United States Supreme Court’s utility 
valuation rule. It finds that by us- 
ing the simple, fair and understand- 
able rule of how much money was 
actually and prudently invested, it 
can do so without infringing the 
court’s general rule that under the 
Fourteenth Amendment investors in 
public utilities must not be deprived 
of a fair return on their investment. 

Having adopted this common-sense 
method of rate-making, the Massa- 
chusetts commission denied the claim 
of the Worcester Electric Light Com- 
pany for a valuation of close to 
$18,000,000, holding that even under 
the Supreme Court rule its valuation 
would be only $10,000,000, and that 
under the Massachusetts laws it was 
only $4,058,282, which was in fact the 
amount of money actually and pru- 
dently invested. Upon this basis the 
company’s maximum rate of 7 cents 
per kilowatt hour was reduced to 5 
cents. 

In spite of the steadily falling cost 
of production, the average domestic 
consumer paid higher instead of | Br 
lower rates in 1926. The Massachu- | =~! 
setts decision points the way to re- 
lieve him of this extortion. This is 
especially important because most 
public service commissions (and 
notably in my own State of Penn- 
sylvania) have been and are the 
mere servants of the corporations 
they are supposed to regulate. Here 
is one commission which is not. 

The principles of proper rate-mak- 
ing which the Massachusetts com- 
mission has applied are not new. 
Measuring the fair return by the 
amount of money prudently invested 
is an outgrowth of the conservation 
movement begun under Roosevelt. 
The Federal Water Power act makes 
net investment the basis of the fair 
return. The Pennsylvania Hydro- 
electric law, passed in 1923 while I 
was Governor, does the same. 

In every important point the Mas- 
sachusetts decision runs with the 
recommendations of the Pennsyl- 
vania Giant Power Survey, whose re- 
port, made in 1925, was the result of 
a two-year study of the whole prob- 
lem. 

The Giant Power Survey recom- 
mended that the prudent investment 
rule for rate-making be applied by 
means of contracts between the 
State and the companies to be em- 
bodied in their charters, thus avoid- 
ing the excessive rate-base and rates 
of the United States Supreme Court 
rule. Unless the companies accept 
such contracts, the State could easily

Printing of Governor's Answer to

Because of the alleged unauthorized 
and premature ‘publication of the 
reply of Governor Alfred E. Smith to 
the articles of Charles C. Marshall 
concerning the attitude of American 
Catholics in their relations to church 
and state, The Atlantic Monthly 
Company filed suits in the Federal 
Court yesterday against the New 
York American, Inc., and the News 
Syndicate Company, Inc. -» publishers 
of the Daily News. 

The complaint, filed by Jerome and 
Rand, attorneys for the plaintiff, 
charges violation of the copyright 
law, and asks.for an injunction, the 
destruction-of all plates, molds, mat- 
rices, &c., used in the publication of 
the Smith reply, together with dam- 
ages aggregating the profits the de- 
fendants obtained through the publi- 
cation, and such other damages as 
the court may impose. 

The complaint says that the publi- 
cation complained of took place on 
April 16 and 17, and that the Smith 
reply, under the caption, ‘‘Catholic 
and Patriot,’”’ was published in The 
Atlantic Monthly for May. The ar- 
ticle by Governor Smith is described 
as a work of “‘great artistic and liter- 
ary merit by reason of its eminent 
authorship and the timeliness of the 
subject matter as well as the intrinsic 


merit it possessed.’’ Another part of 
the complaint said of the Smith 


reply: 

“It possesses tremendous interest

Bench. 


WANTS SMITH AS PRESIDENT 


Speakers Accuse Republicans of 
Endeavoring to Control Dis- 
trict Judiciary.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., July 14.— 
Supreme Court Justice Humphrey J. 


Lynch of this city received today the 
unanimous endorsement of the West- 
chester Democratic County Commit- 
tee at is designating convention, held 
at Grace Parish Hall here, to succeed 
himself to the Supreme Court bench, 
a position he has held by appoint- 
ment of Governor Smith uss 5 last 


tice William Poppam Platt. 

Other designations were those of 
five Assemblymen: John A. Bodmer, 
New Rochelle; Paul Augustine, 
White Plains; Charles F. Guntner, 
Pleasantville; George T. Griffin, 
Dobbs Ferry, and Arthur I. Miller, 
Yonkers. , 

Due to the last-minute withdrawal 
of William B. Bannister, of Rye, as 
a candidate for Commissioner of 
Public Welfare, the only county of- 
fice to be voted for this year, no 
designation was made at this time. 

According to Benjamin W. Moore, 
Chairman of the committee, there 
are two prospective designees, one 
engaged in welfare work and the 
other a prominent banker and phi- 
lanthropist. Announcement of the 
choice will be made next week. 


Governor Smith Endorsed. 


Governor Smith was endorsed for 
the Presidency in a resolution intro- 
duced by John McArdle of Mamaro- 
neck, Governor Smith was referred 


to as “‘the most commanding na- 
tional figure in the Democratic 
Party today.” 
Justice Lynch was nominated by 
Frank J. Lamb of White Plains.

DIES IN ELECTRIC CHAIR, 
HIDES HIS REAL NAME 


Brooklyn Slayer Sought to Keep 
Crime From Relatives in Ger- 
many—Gray Consoles Him.

OSSINING, N. Y., July 14.—Wil- 
liam Wagner, 21-year-old Brooklyn 
murderer, was put to death in the 
electric chair in Sing Sing Prison 
tonight.

Semi-Investment. Stocks . Ad- 
vance Briskly on Cheerful News 
-—Brokers’ Loans Decline. 





The advance in stocks, notably the 
seasoned dividend-paying issues, was 
once more the most important devel- 
opment in the financial district yes- 
terday and grains ranging from @ 
point or so to as much as 5 points in 
the leading issues were established 
in a calm but buoyant market. 
United States Steel common and 
General Motors were the outstand- 
ing leaders, but there were sharp 
gains in Woolworth, Studebaker, 
Genera] Railway Signal, American 
Smelting and Refining and Du Pont. 
The strength of these pivotal stocks, 
which were turned over in large vol- 
ume, naturally spread to other sec- 
tions of the list, and while here and 
there was to be observed some meas- 
vre of irregularity, the line of least 
resistance in yesterday’s market ap- 
peared to be definitely upward. From 
the calibre of stocks for which there 
is the most insistent inquiry, the con- 
clusion is reached that the stock 
market has more of an investment 
tinge now than at any other time 
this year. 

The financial news is rather cheer- 
ful. It includes a Department of 
Commerce statement, showing an 
exact balance between exports and 
imports for the month of June, a 
cotton consumption statement by the 
Census Bureau, showing the highest 
figures of record for that month in 
the bureau’s history and a gain of 
approximately 30,000 bales over the 
May consumption. The Federal Re- 
serve Bank statement, issued last 
night, shows an advance of 1.2 per 
cent. in the reserve ratio for the sys- 
tem and of almost 1 per cent. for the 
New York Bank. 

The reduction of $67,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans marks the first de- 
cline of any proportions which has 
taken place in this account in many 
weeks, and is probably a reflection of 
the gradual distribution of many 
stocks which have hitherto been 
held in bankers’ portfolios. It may 
be that some of this shrinkage is also 
to be attributed to the recent dis- 
solution of a number of bond syndi- 
cates, which were only partially suc- 
cessful in the distribution of their 


securities, the unsold portion of 
which has represented, in some 
cases, at least, collateral for 


‘brokers’ loans.”’ 

The effect of these composite de- 
velopments, coupled with a situation 
in the money market in which not 
the slightest strain is apparent nor 
in prospect, has been to broaden and 
strengthen the market for stocks. 
The “‘averages’’ are setting new high 
records almost daily and in markets, 
too, which are characterized by 
placid deportment and seemingly un- 
hurried purchases of semi-invest- 
ment shares. 

Yesterday’s foreign trade figures 
for June, showing an exact balance 
between exports and imports, was a 
further reflection of the slackening 
which has taken place in interna- 
tional as well as domestic trade. 
The exports were the smallest, with a 
single exception, of any month this 
year. The half-yearly figures, how- 
ever, leave a balance in this coun- 
try’s favor of $240,758,000. Although 
gold imports fell sharply during 
June, nevertheless the six months’ 
statement reflects a gain in the 
metal by the United States of $131,- 
500,000. 

The cotton consumption report was 
a remarkable document, indicating 
as it does the rapid manner in which 
the staple has been going into trade 
channels. The figure of 662,630 
bales of lint cotton consumed dur- 
ing the month establishes a new high 
record for a corresponding month 
since these statistics have been com- 
piled and is the highest figure since 
March, when 694,193 bales were 
taken. It is obvious that much of 
this cotton, which has gone into 
manufactured articles, was pur- 
chased below current prices for the 
staple, and it will be interesting to 
see just what stabilizing effect this 
situation will have upon the industry 
as a whole.

There was no diminution of buying 
interest on the Stock Exchange yes- 
terday and operations for the rise 
went on uninterruptedly. Traders 
intensified their activity in the motor 
shares, in which group General Mo- 
tors was a spectacular leader. United 
States Steel common went into new 
high ground, touching 126%, but clos- 
ing with only a fractional gain.

The strength in the 
stock market late in the day was 
based to a large extent on the confi- 
dent belief that the brokers’ loan, 
issued after the close, would show 
a sizable liquidation of this type of 


borrowing. That the reduction took 
place in the face of the firmness that 
has prevailed for a week in the stock 
market was regarded as evidence 
that the recent high totals reached 
in brokers’ loans were due largely 
to the borrowing made necessary 
the extensive flotations of new 
bonds. Recently many syndicates 
that offered bonds have been dis- 
solved and the bonds: are being 
moved out to the public on a basis 
of readjustments in prices. This 
tendency is e d to cause a fur- 
ther reduction in brokers’ loans.

Motors Move Up. 


The resumption of the advance by 
leading motor shares was ascribed 
yesterday to an altered attitude on 
the part of Wall Street toward the 
new production plans of the Ford 
Motor Company and to the expecta- 
tion of a highly favorable report of 
sales by the General Motors Corpora- 
tion. General Motors leaped forward 
sharply in response to a burst of 
buying that almost swamped the 


specialists at times. The statement 
of this corporation’s sales, aggregat- 
ing about 840,000 units in the first 
six months of this year, revealed an 
increase of about 220,000 units as 
compared with the same period of 
1926 and of about 450,000 units as 
compared with the first half of 1925. 
Mack Trucks and Studebaker were 
among the points of strength in the 
motor group.

A Well-Protected Market. 


The main body of stocks is being 
more carefully protected at this time 
than in some weeks, according to 
followers of the market who have 
had opportunity to learn the spon- 
sorship of the various issues par- 
ticipating in the current upswing.

Railway Financing Expected. 


Varying opinion in railroad circles 
came to the fore yesterday when it 
was stated that within the next six 
months numerous railroads would 
announce financing through stock 
sales.

Hence he is nei- 
ther overloaded with securities nor 
has he heard of other persons being 
overloaded.

Reduction: of $67,048,000 Due 
Entirely to Liquidation by 
New York Banks. 


DECREASE WAS EXPECTED 


Total at Lowest Level Since May 25, 
According to Figures of Federal 
Reserve Members, 


A decrease of $67,048,000 in loans 
made to brokers by the reporting 
Federal Reserve member banks in 
New York City, bringing the total 
down to its lowest level since May 
25, was announced yesterday in a 
statement covering the week ended 
Wednesday. The reduction was 
brought about entirely by the liquida- 
tion of loans made by the New York 
banks for their own account. Such 
loans declined by more than $114,- 
000,000, contrasting with an increase 
of more than $48,000,000 in loans 
made for the account of out-of-town 
banks, while loans made for ‘‘others’’ 
were reduced by more than $1,000,- 
000. 

A decrease in brokers’ loans had 
been forecast in Wall Street as a re- 
sult of the turn in the bond situation 
which had resulted in the dissolution 
of many offering syndicates. Brokers’

Permits for new buildings issued in 
the United States during June in- 
volved an estimated expenditure of 
$244,194,800, R. G. Dun & Co. report, 
a decline of 12.3 per cent. from the 
unusually heavy aggregate for June, 
1926. The decline extended to all 
sections of the country except New 
England and the Western States. On 
the other hand, sizeable losses oc- 
curred in the Middle Atlantic States, 
the Southern States, the Central 
West and on the Pacific Coast, the 
net result for cities outside of New 
York being a falling off of 14.1 per 
cent. In Greater New York the 
value of permits was 8.2 per cent. 
below that of June, 1926.
